The goal came eight 
minutes into the second half, 
which was dominated, like 
the first, by Wycombe. 
Glynn also saw a shot hit a 
post and rebound into the 
grateful arms of Unsworth as 
Terry Scott closed in, and 
then, in the thick of things 
once again, hooked a How- 
Kennedy effort over the 
ar, 
Noteable 
Chesham looked slow 
throughout the match on a 
pitch which the previous 
night had been the scene of 
Aylesbury United’s 1-0 win 
over Enfield in the F.A. 
Trophy second replay. The 
highly rated Rene Glenister 
was barely noticeable in the 
Chesham front line. 
Simon Dexter, a defender 
who has played most of this 
‘ season in the Reserves, made 
an appearance as substitute, 
but was rarely put to the test. 


He came on for Keith 
Mead who left the field with 
a slight limp. Jimmy Jacobs 
was playing in place of Paul 
Birdseye who had a “touch 
of the ’flu’’. 

The match was notable for 
the way Gery Toll played in 
the first 45 minutes, before 
being replaced by Glynn. 
Toll, while not up against one 
of the fastest defences in 
Isthmian League football, 
looked quite spritely. 

His heading, which has at 
times left something to be de- 
sired, was on occasion sec- 
ond to none. He used the ball 
intelligently and set up a 
couple of good chances in 
the first half. 


Right from the start 
Wycombe were on top and 
Gary Lester, back from his 
skiing holiday was probably 
colder than he was at any 
time on the slopes. 

A Steve Long shot. was 
saved spectacularly by Un- 
sworth, and the keeper took 
two attempts to hold a Toll 
shot from Long’s cross, Then 
Long sent over a cross-cum- 
shot from the right wing 
which had the keeper beaten 
all ends up, but hit the bar 
and ran harmlessly away.
